The Report on the Rangoon Town Police for the year 1917. 


RESOLUTION.—The outstanding features of the administration of thea . 


Rangoon Police during the year 1917 were a further decrease in the actual strength 
of the force due to scarcity of recruits, an increase of eleven per cent. in cognizable 
offences under the Indian Penal Code, and a fall of two in the percentage of such 
offences detected. The difficulty of obtaining Indian recruits of the required 
stamp became so acute that an attempt was made to bring the force up to strength 
by temporarily increasing the recruitment of Burmese, of whom there had previously 
been no failure of supply. But the superior prospects offered by enlistment in the 
Army and the Ford Van units not only frustrated this measure, but induced some of 
the Burmese constables serving in the force to resign. The shortage of strength at 
the end of the year,—no less than eight per cent. of the sanctioned complement,— 
constitu:ed a handicap which was severely felt on account ef the more than 
usually heavy duties which the force was called on to perform, and the extension 
of the area to be policed which has resulted from the spread of population into 
recently reclaimed localities in East Rangoon. The ostensible increase. of crime 
was in part due to the freer reporting of trivial cases in which investigation was 
refused. The rise of seven per cent. in the number of true cognizable cases investi- 
gated was less than might well have been expected in the unfavourable economic 
conditions of the year and the inquietude of war time. Difficulties of Yetection were 
enhanced by the depletion of the force and the diversion of much of its energies 
to the duties of inspection and surveillance which the war has entailed. In the 
circumstances, it is a subject for congratulation that crime has been kept within 
reasonable limits, and that the standard of success in bringing offenders to justice 
has been substantially maintained. ° 


2. Excluding the minor offences shown in Class VI, which were much fewer — 


than in 1916, the total number of true cognizable cases investigated by the police 
rose from 1,179 to 1,263. The increase occurred in the categories of serious 
offences against the person and minor offences against property. Under the head 
of Violent Crime, a satisfactory decrease in cases of murder and culpable 
homicide was accompanied by improved detection. Dacoities and robberies 
increased from nineteen to twenty-five. None of the cases of dacoity was important, 
and the total value of the property taken in them was trivial. It is unfortunate 
that the offenders in the two most.serious cases of robbery are still at large, but 
a valuable success was obtained by the police in arresting in the act two desperate

The actual strength on the 31st December 1917 was 103 officers and 1,141 
men, #.e. a shortage of 3 officers and 105 men. The shortage of 3 officers is due 
to the transfer of 1 and the reduction of 2 Sub-Inspectors towards the end of the 
year. , 

- Increases of 2 temporary Sergeants in connection with the enforcement of the 
Defence of India (Passport) Rules, 1917, and of 2 permanent Sergeants for patrol 
duty were sanctioned during the year. 

2. Cost of the Force.-—The cost of the force has decreased from R3q0.9!935 Statement 
in 1916-17 to Rs. 681,193 in ig17-18, ee D. 

3. Conduct of the Force-—The conduct of the force was satisfactory Statement 
throughout the year. Eight men were dismissed, 23 men removed and 26 men & 
discharged during the year under report, as compared with 14 men. dismissed, 29 
men removed and 4 men discharged during the preceding year. = 

(3) Discharges.—The 26 men discharged were all recruits of"whom 15 
proved unfit for police work, 5 were transferred to districts and 6 were discharged 
to enable them to join the Military Department. 

(4) Puntshments.—Excluding dismissals, removals and discharges 4 officers 
and 116 men as compared with 7 officers and 107 men in 1916 were otherwise 
departmentally punished during the year under report. The 4 officers punished 
were 1 European Sergeant and 3 Sub-Inspectors one being punished twice: | 

4. Restgnations.—The ‘number of resignations during the year under report. sment 
amounted to 1 officer and 77 men as against 4 officers and go men during the g, 
previous year. The officer resigned was a European Sergeant who joined the 
Military Department. yk 

5. Desertions.—Seyen Indian Constables who had proceeded to India of:“‘g.sement 
long leave on medical certificates failed to return to duty on the expiry of their E. 
leave. ‘ 

6. Deaths and Pensions.—Thirteen men died during the year. Five officers Statement 
and 36 men as compared with 22 men during the previous year retired on pension &. 
or gratuity. In practically all these cases the officers and men were invalided 
by the Civil Surgeon and a large number of men were also treated as in-patamts-  -.v+7 | 
jn the Hospital. ; 

7. Rewards.—Six officers and 484 men were given money rewards during the g 
year as compared with 10 officers and 512 men in1g16. Of the 484 men 377 .& 
were rewarded from the Poilce Reward Fund for good patrol work. . ; 

Eight officers and 4 men received rewards from other districts in India and 
‘Byrma for the arrest of absconders and 1 officer and 2 men were rewarded by the 
-Military authorities for the arrest of deserters, - 
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and cheerfully performed by the police and all ranks have worked hard and well. 
For the police there are no holidays and the age do not fully realize and 
appreciate the insistent pressure of work with which police have to contend. 


ParT II.—CRIME AND THE WORKING OF THE POLICE. 


13. Brief review of the Criminal Admintstration.—There has been no out- 
standing feature in the crime committed during the year, and political unrest has 
not shown itself.. Considering the unfavourable economic conditions prevalent 
through the rise in prices, the scarcity of lag) ager the tightness of money, 
and the general feolaageof ‘unrest resulting from the abnormal times in which we 
are living, an increase of on 152 cases of true crime, 1.2. offences undér: the 
Indian Penal Code, may I think be considered eminently satisfactory,' ‘A not 
inconsiderable portion of this increase may be attributed to better reporting «as | 
have vareiculatly noticed that several most trivial cases have been reported... One 
gentleman reported the theft of an old curry comb which had been in use for 
some years, and another the loss of a very old piece of rope. On the other hand 
two cases of burking crime came to my notice and the station officers responsible 
have been severely dealt with. 

During the first half of the year, thefts in houses in Cantonments became 
numerous, but a change of the station staff coupled with a change in the patrol 
system, soon altered matters and these thefts have now practically ceased, A 
marked feature in the thefts reported during the 'year has been the number 
of cases in which old wearing apparel and nothing else has been talent: 
This can be accounted for by the abnormal rise in the price of all articles of 
clothing, prices having doubled and even trebled in comparison with pre-war 
‘prices. Bicycle thefts, which gave so much trouble in 1916, have practically 
ceased. An occasional bicycle is stolen, but there is no regular thief or gang at 
work. The police had a very anxious time during the Bakr-i-Id festival which 
this year synchronized with the Hindu Dasara and the Burmese Tazaungdaing 
festivals, The Hindus gave many: signs of unrest and put in numerous petitions 
protesting yop the slaughtering of kine in places where they had_ been 
slaughtered for years past. The situation was dealt with firmly and thanks" the 
elaborate preparations made and to the whole-hearted devotion of the police 
force, only one petty disturbance (referred to elsewhere) across the river marred 
the peace. The inspection of all passengers arriving in the port and the surveil- 
lance of political suspects have again occupied much time of the police, and the 
duties of the Inspecting Officer and his staff have been very heavy and onerous. 
During the year 765 vessels arrived'in the port and 1,575 Indian passengers from 
the Far East and --frica en route to India had their finger impressions taken and 
forwarded to Calcutta. A welcome release from the burden of taking finger 
impressions has been afforded by the Passport Rules which do away with the 
necessity of taking impressions. Indian passengers from Calcutta and the 
Coramandel Coast numbered 179,494 and were all examined on arrival: Osders 
of deportation were passed against three Chinamen, one of whom absconded 
before the orders could be enforced. Unrest among certain sections of the 
Chinese community has again shown itself and is due to happenings in Basra 


where it is reported that murders and assaults of the members of. two “rival. 
societies which have their headquarters in Rangoon have taken place. The mattér 


so far as it concerns Rangoon, is being dealth with: The Vigilance Society has 
been quiescent throughout the year, and though this has afforded some measure 
of relief to both the police and the ‘‘unfortunates ’, yet a cessation of its activities 
is to be ropretteds as the Society can bring to light many festering sores hid from 
the eyes of the police. 


14. Cognisable crime.—A decrease of 2,703 true cases, as compared with Statement 


1916 under all six classes of crime, is exhibited by the returns, the totals for 
1916 and 1917, respectively, being 12,966 and 10,263. The comparative table 
given below shows that the whole of this decrease is in special and local laws 
under Class VI. ;

The reports for 1916 and 1917 show that there has been a total decrease of 
no less than 4,050 cases of local and public nuisances since1g15. This decrease 
is sufficiently large to call for comment. In my opinion itis partly due to the 
pre-occupation of the police with public functions and festivities which have been 
very frequent and onerous in 1915 and 1916 and partly to fewer nuisances having 
been committed owing to educative influences on the people. 

The police have made more use of their discretionary powers under section 
157, Criminal Procedure Code, as evidenced by the figures which show that under 
Classes I to V, investigation was refused in 276 cases as against 193 in 1916, 
which is an increase of 4 per cent. in the percentage of refusals. Careful super- 
vision is exercised over all cases in which investigation is refused and the large 
majority of the total of refusals is: made up of cases in which unidentifiable 

roperty was concerned. | welcome this increase as it prevents the police from 
tittering away their time in cases which are hopeless from the outset.

17. Detection—The measure of success obtained by the police is illustrated statement 
by 784 convictions in 1,263 true cases investigated as against 755 convictions in A, Parts I 
1,179 cases in the previous year, the figure of merit having thus fallen from 64 to °°" 
62 per cent. Six undetected cases of previous years were brought to light 
and successfully prosecuted to conviction. : a:

18. Sessions cases.—The figure of merit shows a decline of 4 per cent. as 
compared with 1916. Forty-four cases were tried by the Court of Sessions, of 
which 31 ended in conviction, and 11 in acquittal. Two cases were withdrawn. 
In 1916 there were 38 cases with 28 convictions and to acquittals. 

19. Co-operation.—Co-operation with adjoining districts has been cordial 
and effective throughout the year. The Town Police have no complaints to 
make, and, as far as | am aware, no complaints have been made by the District 

‘Police. Forty-one persons were arrested for Districts by the Rangoon Police 
either on their own initiative or on the requests of District Police Officers.. 


Comments on the several classes of crime. 


20. Class /.—The returns exhibit a decrease of 7 cases, the totals being 19 statement 
true cases for 1917 as against 26 Casesin the previous year.  “*; . A, Part I. 
There was only one true case of rioting which ended irt.Jnviction. This 
case occurred across the river during the Bakr-i-Id festival, when some Hindu 
durwans belonging to a mill endeavoured to rescue a bullock which was about to 
be slaughtered. Only three persons could be identified and these were prosecuted 
and convicted. The riot was quite a petty affair. ;

Murders show a very satisfactory decrease, though in this species of crime 
the police can exert little or no preventive action. Of the four cases, two ended in 
conviction while two remain undetected. These results are infinitely better than J 
2 
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their faces, The perpetrators of the Bawdig6n dacoity are known to the police 
but evidence ayainst them cannot be obtained. 
The value of the property taken in these three dacoities was only Rs. 176. 
3. Robberies.—(i) The cases of which brief facts are given helow are the ee 
robberies calling for any comments. The remainder were all petty cases in whic 
persons were held up in unfrequented places and relieved of their valuables 
(ii) In June 1917, one Michie visited Babu Lal Lalubhai, Jewellers in 
China Street, and prevailed upon them to send an assistant named Jubjuvan with 
diamonds worth Rs. 4,000 with him to show to an intending purchaser. On 
reaching Kokine, Michie set upon Jubjuvan and relieved him of his valuables. 
He was eventually arrested ina brothel and all the property recovered: and he 
was sentenced by the District Magistrate to four years’ rigorous imprisonment. 
The accused who was well known to the police, had only a short time previously ; 
returned from Basra, He haSnow gone back there as! saw himas a petty 
officer with the Jail Porter Corps boarding the transport. oF 
(ii) Kalay Khan and Ally Mahomed, two of Meshidi’s men, laid a trap a 
for two excise informers whom .they relieved of 14 ten-rupee notes which had 
been specially given them to purchase cocaine fiom the two accused. It tuhed 
out to be acase of ‘‘ the biter bit’ as the two accused are now chewing the , 
cud of reflection in jail having been sentenced to two years’ rigorous imprisonment. —° . - 
(iv) The two most serious robberies were those committed on the 17th 
July and 17th October in the housesof Maung Pan Cha in Pedawgén and 
Mrs, Castons in Botataung. In the former case three men armed with a revélver 
entered the house, threatened the inmates with their revolver and got off with a 
considerzble amount of booty. In the latter case two men were concerned and 
they effected their entry by ringing the bell. Mrs. Castons thinking it was her 
husband who had been absent on night duty, came down and opened the door. 
The robbers rushed in and after relieving the daughter of the house of'5 pairs of 
bangles, at once decamped. Both these cases unfortunately remain undeiected. 
(v) The last case calling for comment was one in which the pale laid a 
trap for robbers operating on cargo-boats anchored in the river. A decoy cargo 
boat with Deputy Inspector Deighton and four constables was anchored off Monkey 
Point on the 13th October. At2-30 a.m. four Burmans ina canoe came alongside 
two of whom at once boarded and called out to the crew to “lie low ” under pain 
of getting hurt. Mr, Deighton and his police rushed the two.men whom they 
overcame and secured after a fierce struggle in which Mr. Deighton and one 
constable were slightly wounded. The two accused were sentenct.J to seven years’ 
and three years’ rigorous imprisonment by the Sessioas Court under section 394, 
Indian Penal Code. The two Burmans who remained in their canoe made good 
their escape. cia 
Of Rs. 6,180 worth of property stolen in robberies Rs. 4,363 or 71 per cent. , 
has been recovered. The good recoveries are entirely due to the one casein . 
which Michie was accounted for. - ey eee

This is a considerable improvement and considering the abnormal.times-of: = 
tightness of money, rise in the incidence of living and lack of employmet#™hé 
record may, I think, be considered satisfactory. 

Maung Chit Hlaing, the leader of the That6n gang of house-breakers who. , 
was convicted for house-breaking in the Ma-ubin District, has unfortunately been-7¥e.* 3 
released by the Chief Court on appeal. This notorious individual is a realdanger <<” 
to the public as his gang consists of most expert criminals of both sexes with 
ramifications in the Thatén, Pegu and Prome Districts. It was hoped that his — 
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conviction in Ma-ubin would lead to the break up of the gang but his unfortunate 
release on appeal has shattered these hopes. He will be heard of in the near 
future as there are already signs that his gang has resumed operations. The 
Zerbaddi Abdul Rahman mentioned in last year’s report has been living at 
Syriam since his release from jail, but he pays frequent visits to Rangoon and 
signs are not wanting that he is at his old games of lock-breaking. ‘The efficient 
pollente and patrolling of the town has now reached an acute stage. There has 

een a considerable accumulation of population in the newly reclaimed areas 
along Ohn Gaing Road, Stockade Road, East, Kalabusti, Bengalizu, Mingén, 
Ahyreg6n and Mahlwagén, and there are no police available for the proper policing 
of these new quarters. A fairly large increase of force is necessary if the 
inhabitants of these new areas are to be given the protection to which they are 
entitled, but as I am quite unable to recruit up to the full existing sanctioned 
strength, it would be futile to go up for an increased sanction. 

23. Class /V.—This class exhibits neither an increase nor a decrease, the 
totals being 13 true cases for each year. No comments are called for. 

24. Class V.—Excluding the 237 cases in which ‘investigation was refused 
crime under this class shows an increase of 48 true cases, the totals for the two 
years being 853 in 1917 as against 805 in 1916.

25. Property stolen and recovered.—The total value of property stolen 
under all classes of crime amounted to Rs. 1,47,104. as compared with Rs, 1,25,120 
in the previous year. The recoveries during the year under report amounted to 
Rs. 39,217 or 27 per cent., as against Rs. 22,922 or 18 per cent. in the previous 

ear. 

2 Personally | do not attach any importance to statistics under this head as 
one lucky haul on the part of eitherthe thieves or the police, will alter the 
Statistics out of all recognition. In the Michie robbery case, the police by a 
piece of good fortune recovered the whole amount of Rs. 4,000 worth of property 
stolen. : 

26, Exctse Act.—During the year under report 690 cases were instituted in 
which 581 or 84 per cent. ended in conviction as against 692 cases in the 
previous year with 581 or 84 per cent. convictions. The Rangoon Police took 
up during the year 78 cases, of which 70 were convicted and 8 acquitted. 

27. Opium Act.—Four hundred and eighty-four prosecutions were instituted 
during the year under report, of which 394 cases or 81 per cent. ended in 
conviction as against 526 cases with 447 or 85 per cent. of convictions in 1916, 
The police can be credited with only 13 cases, with 4&1 convictions and 2 
acquittals. ; e 

28. Gambling Act.—During. the year 127 cases were sent up for trial, of 
which 109 ended in conviction and 18 in acquittal as against 62 cases with 50 
convictions and 12 acquittals in 1916. 

The crusade against gambling has been maintained with increased 
activity during the year but 1 doubt much whether any real impression has been 
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made. The police activities have most certainly driven the gamblers into ‘‘ holes 
and corners ” and this may be reckoned as a gain, but the large number of prosecu- 
tions which has been instituted during January, February and March 1918, shows 
that gambling to a very considerable extent is carried on secretly in all parts of 
the town. Indian gambling which used to be carried on by the notorious 
Meshidi, has practically ceased within Municipal limits but is flourishing outside. 
Until the psychology of the Burman and the Chinaman undergoes a radical 
change, the crusade against gambling will have to be unceasingly maintained. 
During October and November there was a recrudescense of Chinese gambling 
and the Police Officers responsible have been suitably dealt with. 

29. Arms Act.—During the year 17 true cases were sent up for trial, of 
which 16 ended in conviction and one in acquittal as against 19 cases with 19 
convictions in the previous year. Mee 

One spear, 1 pistol, 4 revolvers, g daggers, 2 daks and 57 rounds of 
cartridges were seized and confiscated. es 

30. Rangoon Police Act.—(i) Three hundred and twenty-eight cases were 
dealt with during the year under report, of which 291 or 89 per cent. ended in con- 
viction as against 363 cases with 332 or gi per cent. convictions in 1916. 

(ii) Section 43, Rangoon Police Act— 

(2) No prosecutions under this section were instituted during the 
year under report. 

(6) Twenty prosecutions were instituted during the year, of which 
15 ended in conviction and 5 in acquittal. The total amount of fines realized 
was Rs. 683-4-0. ‘The nationalities of those proceeded against were 17 Indians 
and 3 Burmans. 

(c) Three cases were brought against two Europeans and one Jew 
and all ended in conviction. The total amount of fines inflicted was Rs. 15. 

The number of prosecutions instituted under these sections does not of course 
illustrate the full measure of police activities.. Prosecutions are only instituted if 
the prohibitory orders issued are not complied with. : 

My deputation early in the year to Calcutta, Madras, Bombay and Colombo 
to study the “Social Evil,” resulted in the appointment of a representative 
committee to consider my report and advise the Local Government thereon.

during the year, out of whom 111 were dealt with under 565, Criminal Procedure 
Code, and ordered to notify their movements to the police.

Of these 282 were identified by means of finger print impressions and 381 by 
police and jail officials. 

35. Absconders.—Twenty-eight absconders were proclaimed during the year, 
of whom 11 were arrested. Seventeen of these absconders were natives of India 
and China. Ten old absconders of previous years were also arrested. The 
police were also successful in arresting 41 absconders who were wanted for 
offences committed in other districts, 

36. Drunkenness.—There were 1,371 prosecutions with 1,301 convictions 
during the year under report as against 1,860 prosecutions with 1,789 convictions 
in 1916, Only 10 offences, g under section 324, Indian Penal Code, and 1 under 
section 325, Indian Penal Code, can be @tvectly traced to drink, but I do not think 
these figures are really of any value as I am sure that many cases of hurt have 
been the results of offence given previously while under the influence of liquor. 

37. Female emigration from Madras.—\ have nothing of any importance 
to note under this head.° 

38. Beat patrols—Though there is a decrease in the number of arrests 
made under section 30 (i), Rangoon Police Act, patrolling has been efficiently 
carried out throughout the year. 

Stations have been much handicapped by the serious shortage in the strength 
of the force. 

39. Ward Headmen.—Great assistance as usual has been rendered by ward 
headinen and elders. The police fully realize the useful work done by these men, 
but’ 1 doubt much whether the Courts and the public give them full credit. 
Prompt recognition hy means of money rewards and commendatory entries on 
their appointment certificates is always granted. Two of the most deserving were 
granted silver-mounted dahs and certificates by the Local Government, and this 
recognition is much appreciated and sought after. 

40. E’scapes.—There were four escapes from police custody, three being 
re-arrested and convicted. The police officers responsible for the escapes were 
dealt with departmentally. The escaped prisoner unaccounted for is a notorious 
Chinese criminal named Kyauk Kha. 

41. Punttive Police.—Nil. 

42. Fives.—-Seventeen fires and 15 alarms were attended by the police. 
No special comments are called for in any of these cases. 

43. (1) Municipal Bye-laws.—A decrease of 2,442 prosecutions is recorded, 
the numbers being 15,186 in 1917 as against 17,628 in 1916. 

(ii) Cantonment -Act.—The number of nuisance cases under the Canton- 


“iment Act shows an increase of 72 cases, the total for 1917 being 172 as against 


100 in 1916, , 
44. European Police—The European Police have worked well and hard. 


As mentioned in last year's Report, the full number has not been available for traffic 
duties on account of three having had to be detailed to carry out the Passport 
Rules. An increased number have also had to be employed in patrol duties at 


“stations and have been found most useful for this kind of work. Circle Inspectors 


and Station Officers require some relief from the incessant night patrolling 
devolving on them. The conduct of the European Police has been very good. 
45. Port Police.— During the year under report there were 3,658 prosecutions 
instituted for the breach of Port and Harbour rules, of which 3,537 ended in convic- 
tion, 8 in acquittal, discharge, or withdrawal, and 113 were pending at the close 
of the year. In these cases 3,658 persons were proceeded against, of whom 3,537 
were convicted, 8 discharged and 113 remained pending at the close of the year. 
The fines realized amounted to Rs, 25,656 as against Rs. 33,430 in 1916, and 
Rs. 92,460-8-0 being passenger and cargo-boat license fees, were collected with 


the assistance of the police.

Only two cases of rice theft were reported during the year, in both of which 
evidence has been recorded under section 512, Criminal Procedure Code," ‘the 
accused having absconded. The two cases reported do not by any means 
represent the true state of affairs in connection with rice thieving. This species 
of crime has flourished for many years and has been brought to a fine art. The 
organization is most comprehensive and complete, and as almost all cargo-bogt 
crews are in with thieves as also some of the less reputable mill-owners, it has 
become almost impossible to stop the wholesale thieving that goes on. The 
organizing head of the gang is a wealthy and respected citizen of the town. The 
usual modus operandt is most simple. The bags are bled while the cargo-boats 
lie at anchor, the rice thus obtained is removed in sampans and loaded into 
tonkins during the night, and these tonkins, which are ready supplied with bogus 
receipts forthe purchase of rice, granted by certain mill-owners, are brought 
in quite openly and the rice disposed of to ordinary purchasers. In many true 
cases, the police on seizure of a tonkin or sampan with stolen rice are non-suited 
by the production of these bogus receipts and false evidence for the defence. 

Though the difficulties of detection are very great, yet I have not been 
satisfied with the working of the Port Police during the year, but I think that 
more energy will be shown in the future. The two motor launches sanctioned 
last year for patrol purposes have proved most useful. ; 

. 46. Lock-up.— During the year under report, 5,178 prisoners passed through 
the Lock-up as against 5,202 in the previous year. Details are exhibited in the 
following table :—

48. Hackney Carriage Department—The number of hackney carriages 
licensed during the year shows a decrease of 34, due partly to the large number 
of rickshaws plying in Rangoon and partly to the increase in cost of materials 
which has prevented owners from building new carriages and from carrying out 
extensive repairs. 
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Since the completion of the year, the revised Hackney Carriage Rules have 
been passed whereby all rickshaw pullers must take out licenses. This will result 
in a permanent class of puller taking the place of the itinerant cooly who now 
does this work and will enable more control to be maintained over this form of 
conveyance 

Mr. Deane and his staff have done satisfactory work throughout the year. 

49. Motor Trafic.— Motor traffic has again increased during the year, 305 
new vehicles being registered and 760 driving licenses issued. There has been 
a decrease in the number of accidents but the present system of licensing leaves 
much to be desired. 

The use of red and green torches for the regulation of traffic at night at 
important points was tried and found to be a success and its extension is under 
consideration. 

50. Services of Officers.—Mr. W. H. Tarleton held charge of the Commis- 
sionership from 1st January 1917 to the 19th June 1917, when he proceeded 
on three and a half months’ privilege leave which has since been commuted into 
combined leave. I relieved Mr. Tarleton on the 19th June, and held charge for 
the remainder of the year. 

Mr. D. J. Ross held charge of the Assistant Commissionership of Police 
from the beginning of the year till the 8th October 1917 when he proceeded on 
three months’ privilege leave. 

I held charge of the Central Division from the beginning of the year to the 
1gth June when I relieved Mr. Tarleton. 

Mr. Habgood held charge of the Western Division throughout the year, and 
in addition held charge of the Central Division from the 19th June 1917 to 8th 
October 1917 when he relieved Mr. D. J. Ross as Assistant Commissioner of 
Police, being relieved of the charge of the Central Division by Mr. Milne, Deputy 
Superintendent of Police. 

Messrs. E. Brown and T. Austin held charge of the Eastern and Port 
Divisions respectively throughout the year. 

Since Mr. Tarleton’s departure therefore the force has been short of one 
superior ‘officer and in addition to this permanent shortage, Mr. D. J. Ross was 
absent on privilege leave from the 9th October 1917 to the end of the year, and in 
November, Mr. Habgood had owing to illness to be granted a month’s leave, the 
shortage in November thus being three officers. 1 cannot speak too highly of the 


‘invaluable services rendered by Mr. D. J. Ross, Assistant Commissioner of Police, 


whose zeal and interest in his work leave nothing to be desired. Mr. Habgood 
though much handicapped by bad health, worked hard and well and Mr. E. Brown 
ran his division efficiently throughout the year. 

Mr. Bell, Deputy Superintendent of Police on Special duty in connection 
with the several Ordinances, Defence of India (Consolidation) Rules and Pass- 
port Rules, is deserving of special commendation. He carried out his duties 
most efficiently not sparing himself night or day, and his zeal resulted in a 
complete break down in health, which necessitated his going on leave from the 1st 
February 1918. Mr. Colquhoun with the rank of Honorary Deputy Superin- 
tendent.has most efficiently carried on Mr. Bell’s duties in addition to his own 
duties of Detective Inspector.
